Golden  State  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Building  in  West 
Adams  became  a Los  Angeles 
Historic-Cultural  Monument 
(HCM)  in  2011. 

The  Late  Moderne  style  building 
features  two  murals  in  the  lobby 
by  noted  African  American 
artists  Charles  Alston  and  Hale 
Woodruff  depicting  the  African 
American  experience  in 
California  from  1527  to  1949. 
The  HCM  designation  played  a 
crucial  role  in  ensuring  that  the 
architecturally  and  culturally 
significant  building  and  its 
murals  remained  intact.
